LegeiM of Clement Hall ghost well- 
known among resident^/, employees

I magine, if you will, that you 
arc a student worked in the 
Circulation Department of 
the library. You’re on one of the 
upper floors of Clement Hall one 
night, putting up some books. 

As you walk down to the room 
at the end of the hall, you notice 
that the lights are somewhat dim, 
— makin g Ir s ecm irtttttr spooky. — 
You put up the books and walk 
back down the hallway. As you 
pass by a room on your right, you 
notice that the light is on. That’s 
odd, you think to yourself, I’m 
sure that light was off a moment 
ago. 

You step into the room to turn 
the light off. As you reach for the 
switch, you hear a noise behind 
you and feel a cold wind that 
makes the hair stand on the back 
of your neck. You turn around, but 
no one’s there. Maybe I just 
imagined it. you think to yourself. 

Maybe... or maybe you just had 
an encounter with the Clement 
Hall ghost. 

“Clement Hall opened in 1966 
as a girl’s dormitory. It was shut 
down in 1987 because of its low 
occupancy. It was re-opened in 
1989 to house overflow, and we 
began to house the football team 
there in 1990,” said Charlie Deal, 
assistant director of Housing. 

In addition to the football 
players. Clement houses many 
dffices, including WUT and 
Central Stores. The Circulation 
and Reference departments of the 
library are also temporarily located 
there. 

Stories about the ghost have 
been circulating for years. Deal 
said. 

“The only story that I ever heard 
was that, back in the late 70s, a 
girl caught her boyfriend cheating 
on her and hung herself in her 
room. You could hear her ghost 
walking through the halls, doors 


would open mysteftotisly, that kind 
of thing,” Deal said. 

It was during the summer of 
1993, when the library was moving 
into Clement, that Public Service 
Librarian Jim Nance first heard the 
story of the ghost. 

‘Tve heard a couple different 
versions of the story,” Nance said. 
“First 1 heard that the jilted 
boyfriend of a girl (who lived in 
Clement) got into her room and 
hung himself, so she would walk * 
in and find him. 

“Later I heard that it actually 
was a girl who hung herself in the 
restroom because her boyfriend 
had left her.” 

Since that time, Nance has noted 
some suspicious activity. 

“Many of my student workers 
have claimed to hear noises, 
usually scraping, like furniture was 
being moved around. Lights that 
they said they knew they turned 
off had been turned back on and 
vice-versa. Some have claimed, 
out of the comer of their eye, to 
have seen or felt someone near 
them,” Nance said. 

“There was one time in particu¬ 
lar that a student claimed to have 
seen someone upstairs in one of 
the rooms. I, along with someone 
else, went through every room 
upstairs but didn’t find anybody.” 

”No one’s really ever seen her, 
but we respect her,” said Dcwayne 
Harper, a senior Psychology major 
from Hartsville, Tenn. Harper is 
one of the football team members 
currently living in Clement. 

“Before they moved the library 
on the back side, we used to go 
down that way. There was this one 
bathroom, and there was always a 
cold wind in there. In a couple of 
rooms you could hear knocking 
and rattling noises. 

“1 wouldn't say I believe in 
ghosts, but f don’t disbelieve in 
them either,” Harper said. 

Others seem more skeptical of the 
ghost.

Students will vote on ‘$2 
referendum’ next week

Students will vote next Tuesday 
and Wednesday whether to support 
the SGA “$2 referendum” to in¬ 
crease student fees to help fund club 
sports and create a “coocert risk fund" 
tKat would help bring better enter¬ 
tainment to UTM. 

Voting will be from 8 a.m. - 5 p.m. 
upstairs in the UC by the Information 
Desk. The same ballot will be used 
for the referendum and homecoming 
court elections. If the measure is 


passed, the $2 will be added to stu¬ 
dents’ S35 debit fee. • 

Half of theextra revenue would be 
earmarked to support club sports, 
groups created this semester with the 
help of Campus Recreation to let 
UTM students compete with recre¬ 
ational teams from other campuses. 

Although Campus Rec provides a 
minimal amount of funding to the 
clubs, which include roller hockey, 
fishing and men’s and women's soc¬ 
cer, (he clubs must otherwise sup¬ 
port themselves.

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$2 increase will help 
concerts, club sports 

On Tuesday, students will be allowed to vote to provide extra money 
for campus entertainment and club sports through a $2 increase in their 
fees. 

Though we arc usually against any increase in student fees,,The Pacer 
urges all students to vote for this raise. We arc in favor of it for one 
simple reason - the money will come right back to students in the form 
of better entertainment than in years 
past and will provide funds for our 
growing club sports programs. 

Normally, student tuition raises are 
seen as just a given, something to 
simply grin and bear as the years pass 
on. We don’t’ usually directly sec the 
bang produced for our buck. 

This increase --just like the housing 
increase which gave students cable in 
the dorms and an extensive computer 
network - will directly benefit the 
students because the funds are earmarked for student-oriented activities. 

If you have complained about poor entertainment in the past, then 
here is a prime chance to show your support for SGA’s efforts to bring 
higher quality entertainment to campus. The money raised by the 
increase will help set up a concert-risk fund, which will allow more 
expensive concerts and acts to come to campus, even if they might take 
a loss. 

With their efforts in forming the Student Activities Council, the group 
that will use and coordinate the money raised by this increase, SGA is 
making a serious commitment by giving half of this $2 increase to 
improve entertainment quality at UTM. 

Likewise, in an effort to boost the fledgling club sports program, SGA 
will donate the other half of the increase to help the club sports groups - 
which include roller hockey, soccer and fishing - io defray the cost of 
equipment, uniforms and travel. 

Even if you don’t think you would enjoy either of these benefits from 
the hike in tuition -- and it's hard to conceive that you wouldn't - think 
about the other students on campus who would. 

Not only does this referendum have to win a simple majority of votes 
to become reality, it must win a large number of votes. SGA is encour¬ 
aging a strong turnout on this referendum to let administrators know that 
students seriously support a raise in tuition for something that they 
honestly want - and something that the administrators have obviously 
not been able to provide. 

So as you vote for homecoming queen on Tuesday, Nov.l, also mark 
a big yes for SGA’s $2 referendum.

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Camera catches alleged thief 
with ‘hands in the pizza bag’

A UTM student is charged with 
theft after a surveillance camera in 
the lobby of Austin Peay Hall re¬ 
corded him allegedly stealing a pizza 
from a Domino’s delivery man Sun¬ 
day nignt. 

According to UTM Police reports, 
Derek Bunell, a freshman Arts and 
Sciences major from Ripley. Tenn., 
was identified from the security tape 
as the man who allegedly stole the 
pizza, valued at about $10. after the 


delivery man left his pizza bag on the 
counter behind Aim as he made a 
phone call. The alleged theft oc¬ 
curred at 11:46 p.m. 

The arresting officer interviewed 
Burrell at about 12:30 a.m., when he 
reportedly said he had taken the pizza. 
He told the officer he had been drink¬ 
ing and “did not know why he took 
the pizza," according to reports. 

Burrell was cited in General Ses¬ 
sions Court in Dresden, where he 
faces charges of theft under $500.

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Computerized card 
catalog will make 
research faster, easier

Research will be faster and easier 
for students and faculty in the future 
because of the new computerized 
catalog of material in the UTM li¬ 
brary. 

Students can search for books and 
video cassettes by title, author, sub¬ 
ject or by typing in a key word 
contained in an entry. , 

Once found, the information is 
listed h ke a card catalog entry. shou - 
ing the title, author, year of publica¬ 
tion. call number, subject heading 
and other related information, in¬ 
cluding whether the book is avail¬ 
able or if hooks have been checked 
out. 

Subject headings listed can also be 
referenced, providing additional ma¬ 
terial. 

The on-line catalog system, which 
is a product of Innovative Interfaces 
Inc., has been operational since this 
September. Information can also be 
accessed outside of the library 
through Internet. The Internet ad¬ 
dress is library.utm.edu. The login 
name is "public**. 

Right now books and video cas¬ 
settes are accessible through the sys¬ 
tem. and all other library material 
should be in the computer sometime 
after January, said Jim Nance, public 
service librarian. 

The catalog is designed to give 
individuals greater access to the 
material in the library, said Joel 
Stowers, library director. "It’s not 
just a quicker way, but a better way 
of accessing our holdings." 

"I think it’s going to be very good," 
said Tim Partin, a senior Marketing 


m;uor from Union City who recently 
used the catalog. “This system will 
be beneficial to future UTM students 
and faculty because it will save lime 
that is normally spent researching." 

Also, the library is in the process 
of changing from a manual book 
check-in systejn to a computerized 
one. Each botA has a magnetic strip 
containing information that normally 
would be on check-out cards. The 
book is scanned, along with the 
borrower’s student ID card, elimi¬ 
nating manual sorting and speeding 
the check-out process. 

“The new circulation system will 
tell us what books arc being used, 
and how many limes books are being 
used. It will tell us what areas of the 
library are used more than other ar¬ 
eas so we’ll know how lodevelop the 
collection," Stowers said. 

The new circulation system has 
been in operation for about two 
weeks. 

Periodicals will be added to the 
system in 1995. The hundreds of 
periodicals that the library receives 
will be checked into the computer 
system instead of being manually 
checked in. Researchers will Jiave 
quick access to the periodical sec¬ 
tion. and the library will be able to 
trace lost material through the com¬ 
puter. 

The library will also be able to 
order new material through (he com¬ 
puter. eliminating some of the pa¬ 
perwork associated with ordering in 
the past. 

“We’re real excited about the on¬ 
line catalog and circulation system 
that is already available," Stowers 
said. "We’ve been waiting-for this 
thing for 15 years."

Engineering Department researches 
possible four-year degree program

A study team is currently research¬ 
ing data to determine UTM’s need 
for a four-year bachelor’s degree in 
Engineering. 

At the present time, students want¬ 
ing a degree in Engineering must 
transfer after two years, because 
UTM is not accredited for an Engi¬ 
neering degree. 

The study team compriss UT sys¬ 
tems people, faculty and administra^ 
tors from UTM, members from the 
Engineering Technology and Engi¬ 
neering Industrial advisory boards 
and external consultants. 

"The results of the study team's 
research should determine if there is 
a sufficient demand by UTM stu¬ 
dents. and if there is a sufficient 
demand by employers for Engineer¬ 
ing graduates." said Troy Henson, 
dean of the School of Engineering 
and Engineering Technology. 

The study is scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted by December. The team will 
then write a recommendation to 
Chancellor Perry, who will decide 
what kind of program to propose to 
the Faculty Senate. 

The proposal will go from Faculty 
Senate to the UT Board of Trusiees

147 students 
majored in Engineering, compared 
to 109 this semester There were 104 
students majoring in .pre Engineer¬ 
ing last year but only 96 this fall. 

"With a four-year bachelor’s de¬ 
gree (in Engineering), you would see 
Engineering grow," said Paul Kelley, 
executive director of Admissions. 

Kelley said that offering a degree 
in Engineering would be great for 
the uni versity, and would attract ex¬ 
cellent students. 

"Under the current system, we are 
encouraging West Tennessee stu¬ 
dents to leave the UT system and 
attend schools like Tennessee Tech," 
Kelley said.

UTM will kick off capital 
campaign on Saturday

UTM will go public with the "larg¬ 
est, most ambitious fund-raising ef¬ 
fort in its history’’ Saturday when 
about 200 UTM alumni, supporters 
and friends gather to kick off the 21 st 
Century Capital Campaign. 

UT President Joe Johnson and Gov. 
Ned McWherter are scheduled to be 
at UTM when officials formally an¬ 
nounce the goal of raising $11 mil¬ 
lion in gifts over a period of six years. 

The funds will be used to help 
endow scholarships, equipment* and 
faculty development and will include 
gifts to the library. 

After quietly raising $5.2 million 
in contributions over two years, the 
public phase of the campaign will be 
launced Saturday, said Director of 
Development Len Hoffman. 

“Campaign consultants advise that 
you reach 45 percent of your goal 
before you ever go public with your 
campaign. 

^^We’ve reached that mark, and 
now wc are starting with the public 
phase of the campaign.’’ Hoffman 


said. 

Kick-off activities will begin ah 
noon with a luncheon .in the UC 
Ballroom. Speeches will be given by 
Johnson, Chancellor Margaret Perry 
and Campaign Chair Don 
Pennington. 

At 7 p.m., guests will attend ses¬ 
sions by deans of each of the UTM 
schools, where they tour the facili¬ 
ties and are shown the capital needs 
of each school. 

The campaign announcement will 
come two weeks after the UT system 
disclosed at a kick-off dinner in Knox- 
villc its goal of raising^250 million 
in gifts system-wide. 

Saturday’s activities will focus on 
the UTM portion of the campaign. 
Hoffman said. 

“It will be a system-wide cam¬ 
paign. but it’s just the Martin phase 
of the campaign that will be the focus 
Saturday," she said. 

‘This is exciting. It will benefit 
every student and faculty (member) 
on this campus. 

"This campaign will help enhance 
the level of education available to 
students.’’

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Habitat for Humanity trying to establish chapter in Martin

There's no place like home. 

For this reason Habitat for Hu¬ 
manity International was founded 
in 1976 by Linda and Millard Fuller 
with the purpose of having both the 
needy and volunteers work together 
to ndt only bond the community, but 
build new housing as well. 

Using tax-deductible contributions 
and volunteer labor. Habitat spon¬ 
sors the building of houses world¬ 
wide. These houses are sold to needy 
families for no-profit and no-interest 
mortgages. 

Currently, concerned citizens are 
trying to establish a Habitat for Hu¬ 
manity chapter in Weakly county. 
There are plans to build a Habitat 
home in Martin during spring break. 

Jim Nance, a member of the Steer¬ 
ing Committee for Habitat for Hu¬ 
manity, said the family must invest 
500 hours of sweat equity info the 
building of their home. This sweat 
equity not only builds a home, but 
the family gains self-reliance, self¬ 
esteem and new skills. Also, their 
monthly payments are donated to the 
next housing project to help another 
family in need. 

These families arc first chosen by 
a family selection committee based 
on thciijcvcl ol need, their willing¬ 
ness to become involved in the pro¬ 


gram, and their ability to repay the 
loan. Race and religion are not fac¬ 
tors when choosing the families. 

Nance is searching for student, 
faculty and staff involvement. 
‘‘There’s a lot of talented people on 
this campus whocan help out,” Nance 
said. “I feel we need to give as much 
as we can to the community. We’re 
providing a family with a decent 
house at a price they can afford.” 

The jobs to be filled range from 
publicity to fund raising to the actual 
building of the house. 

Nance is organizing a UTM advi¬ 
sory committee, which would in¬ 
clude administration, faculty and a 
representative from each organiza¬ 
tion to plan and coordinate the build¬ 
ing*^ the house. 

This\ommittce will begin to meet 
after Thanksgiving to prepare for the 
blitz building during spring break. 

Several organizations on campus 
are already involved with Habitat for 
Humanity. 

This year Alpha Phi Omega has 
chosen Habitat for Humanity as the 
charity to receive All-Sing’s*^ prof¬ 
its. 

“Last year we donated $10,OCX) 
from All Sing to the Exchange Club 
- the Carl Perkins Center for the 
Prevention of Child Abuse. We hope

Taking life one 
day at a time

Pre-Med honors student Tommy Cardone 
balances classes, varsity cheerleading, 
ROTC and more, but still comes out ahead 


I n his senior year of high school, his 
classmates voted Tommy Cordone 
"most likely to become a beach 
loafer," but his life since graduating has 
been by no means a day at the beach. 

A typical day in the life of this senior 
Biology/Pre-Med honors student could 
include starting the morning with ROTC 
training at 5:30, just enough lime to 
shower before going to classes, where 
he’ll remain until late afternoon (he's 
taking 25 hours this semester), going to 
varsity cheerleading practice in the 
evening and then pulling an all-nighter to 


keep up with his almost-exclusively 
upper-division classes to maintain his 
3.75 GPA. 

And somewhere in between he finds the 
time to be a brother of the Phi Sigma 
Kappa fraternity, a Tri Beta officer and a 
member of Scabbard and Blade, Order of 
Omega. Mu Epsilon Delta and Phi Kappa 
Phi. He's a full-scholarship ROTC cadet, 
is a member of "Who's Who Among 
College Students" and was awarded the 
Arts and Sciences Student of the Year 
1992-93. 

His over-achieving way of life at UTM 
has put him head and shoulders above 
"typical" students and has seemingly put 
him on the right path to accomplishing his 
goals of becoming a doctor. 

But what's most amazing about Tommy 
is that he seems to be having fun the 
whole time. 

"I do what 1 have to do to get stuff 
done, and I think the fact that I have fun 
doinfc it helps out a whole lot," he said. 
"I’m real fun-loving. Most people who 
know me know that I'm kind of crazy or 
outgoing or wild or whatever. 

"In all my responsibilities. I'm myself 
the whole iime. It gets me in trouble 
sometimes. Sometimes teachers will pull 


me aside and say, 'you need to calm down a 
little bit.’ But people who know me know I 
get stuff done.” 

Tommy hasn’t always been such a mover 
and shaker. He describes himself as a good- 
natured slacker while in high school, whose 
ambitions tended to lean toward such lyings 
as making it back from McDonald s in time 
to skip just one class, rather than becoming 
an honors student 
and a doctor. 

"I only had a 2- 
something GPA in 
high school," he 
said. "1 was the kind 
of guy who skipped 
all the time and just 
had fun. High 
school was just a 
joke to me." 

Tommy grew up 
in the working-class 
neighborhood of 
Whitehaven in 
Memphis. Coming 
from a family where 
neither of his 
parents had a 
college education,^ 
he didn't even think 
he wanted to come 
to college. 

After high school, 
he began working at 
the mall, and he 
never thought twice 
about little ole' 

UTM. It was a 
friend of his who 
was coming to the 
campus and needed 
a roommate who 

talkedhim into giving college a try. And he 
learned early that it was something he could 
succeed at. 

Tommy took 20 hours his first Semester 
and afterward found himself staring at a 
perfect 4.0. "I guess it’s just the fact that I 
wanted to come up here and do the 'college 
thing,”’ he said. “I don’t know." The next 
semester it was more of the same, pulling 
all A's and one C. 

As successful as Tommy was in the 
classroom, his future in college wus still 
unsure. He spent the summer before his 
sophomore year working at a bookstore in 


Dresden and struggling to save enough to 
afford another semester of school. 

Three days before time to pay tuition, it 
seemed as though he just wasn't going to be 
able to make ends meet. But then he 
reconsidered an offer he had been shrugging 
off all summer. 

"People from ROTC kept offering me a 
scholarship, but I kept saying 'forget the 
Army.’ I didn’t think I was disciplined 
enough." 

But seeing as this was the only way he 
could stay in school. Tommy accepted the 
scholarship at the last minute and now says 
it was the best decision he ever made. 

"I’m proud of the Army; I love it. 

Without the military, we wouldn’t be where 
we are today. I used to not think about it. 
but we’d be speaking German right now if it 
wasn’t for the U.S. military." 

Tommy has since been an ROTC cadet 
every semester and continues to excel on 
“both sides of University Street." Last 
summer, he attended a six-week leadership 
camp, at Fort Bragg, N.C., where he was in 
drills seven days a week, often getting only 
a couple hours of sleep each night. During

Other places you might want to 
check out include:

Admission is $3, and it will be 
open Friday, Saturday and Monday 
(28, 29. and 31).

No one could verify 
the story. Whether it truly happened 
or not, I don’t know," Nance said.

Funding would help sports clubs 
buy equipment and uniforms and 
would help defray travel expenses. 

The other half would be used to 
create a "concert risk fund," which 
would help the Student Activities 
Council bring more expensive con¬ 
certs and acts to campus even if they 
may lake a loss. 

"It’s going to go specifically for 
concerts," SGA Vice President James 
Alexander said. "With these funds 
we will be able to book acts that 
students want to see regardless of 
whether we will lose money or gain 
money back." y 

For the referendum to pass, it must 
be voted in favor by students and 
then approved through the following 
channels: Vice Chancellor of Stu¬ 
dent Affairs Phil Watkins, Chancel¬ 
lor Margaret Perry, UTPresident Joe 
Johnson and finally the UT Board of 
Trustees. 

Students voted 51-18 in favor of 


increasing fees $1 for the concert 
fuiyJ last semester, but so few stu¬ 
dents voted that SGA decided it 
. would not be enough to convince 
administrators that this was what 
students wanted. 

"It’s going to take more votes than 
previous elections to get administra¬ 
tors' attention," Alexander said. "It’s 
. going to lake a large voice for the 
referendum for it to pass." « 

Alexander said the vole will be 
held at the same time as the home¬ 
coming court elections so the large 
number of students who vote for the 
court may also vote on the referen¬ 
dum. 

"I think most people want to im¬ 
prove iheentertainment on campus,” 
he said. "I sec the need for improving 
entertainment for the students and 
programming entenai nment speci f - 
cally for (UTM) students. We pro¬ 
grammed so much in the past for the 
community, and I think it’s time we 
focused just on students."

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Bass focuses on forensic 
analysis of fire remains

One of the largest crowds ever to 
hear an academic speaker at UTM 
turned out Monday night to hear and 
sec a presentation from one of the 
leading forensic anthropologists in 
the nation, Dr. Bill Bass. 

The presentation, held in Humani¬ 
ties Auditorium, drew nearly double 
the seating capac¬ 
ity as more than 
500 people turned 
out for the event, 
with nearly 200 
standing four and 
five rows deep to 
B hear Bass. 

He talked about 
what authorities look for when there 
is a fire,-and he showed slides of fire 
scenes and what was left. 

As professor and director of the 
Forensic Anthropology Center at 
UTK, Bass is serving as a yisiting 
professor at UTM this fall semester. 

“I thought you might like to see 
what happens to you when you burn 
up." Bass said in his opening re¬ 
marks, drawing shocked and sur¬ 
prised laughter. 

He said fire can cover "a tremen¬ 
dous amount of evidence at a crime 
scene," but there are ‘red flags’ that 
can lead a trained investigator to 


certain conclusions. 

During a presentation of slides 
from cases he worked on, Bass told 
the crowd what they were seeing. 
“You would assume people would 
get out of a burning building, but that 
isn’t so," Bass said. 

Bass said people often run back to 
recover items they feci are valuable 
to them. 

Fire can be damaging, but Bass 
said a person must knoww hat they’re 
looking for before they find it. That 
particular individual must be trained. 

He described what happens to a 
human body in a fire: The arms and 
the legs^rc the firs* parts to burn. 
The skull will blow up if there is no 
hole in it. 

If the body continues to bum. the 
torso area is the next to burn. The 
pelvis bone is the last to be de¬ 
stroyed. 

Bass compared a forensic anthro¬ 
pologist to a law enforcement inves¬ 
tigator because they try Ito determine 
what happened before the event. 
Experts can determine age, sex and 
race from a piece of bone, he said. 

Bass’s job differs from a forensic 
pathologist, he said. A forensic pa¬ 
thologist looks at the heart, lungs and 
organs, where a forensic anthropolo¬ 
gist like Bass looks at the remains.

Two charged with burglary of truck

Two non-students were arrested 
Oct. 18 after electronics valued at 
$1,200 that had been allegedly sto¬ 
len from a UTM student's truck were 
recovered from their vehicle. 

According to UTM Police reports, 
Orlando A. Hutcherson. 25, and 
Wiley T. Payne, 21, both of Paris, 
were arrested at about 3:15 a.m. after 
they told officers they did illegally 
enter the truck and lake the electron¬ 
ics. 

Both men are charged with bur¬ 
glary and theft of property over 
$1,000. Hutcherson is also charged 
with illegal possession of a firearm 
after officers reportedly recovered a 
9m.m. Ruger semi-automatic pistol 
under the car that was later traced to 
him. 

According to reports, the arrests 
were made after UTM Police officer 
Charles Coleman observed the two 
in a parked car in the northwest 
section of the Austin Peay parking 
lot. Upon closer investigation, 
Coleman reportedly noted the two 
prowling around other vehicles in 
the area. 

When the two saw the officer, they 


re-entered the. vehicle and left, ac¬ 
cording to reports. Coleman took the 
license number and notified Martin 
Police Department, which had an 
officer slop the vehicle on Highway 
45 North Bypass at the intersection 
with Highway 22. 

In the meantime. Coleman 
searched the area of the Austin Peay 
parking lot and noted a silver Nissan 
pickup with the driver’s door open 
and several wires hanging out the 
door. The truck, which was later 
identified as belonging to UTM stu¬ 
dent William Fitzhugh, had been 
ransacked, Coleman'indicated. 

Coleman arrived on the scene 
where the two men had been stopped 
and identified them as the two he had 


seen at Austin Peay parking lot. re¬ 
ports indicated. Hutcherson and 
Payne reportedly waived their 
miranda rights and said they did 
forcibly enter Fitzhugh’s vehicle and 
take the electronics. 

Fitzhugh was contacted and iden¬ 
tified the items confiscated from the 
men as those missing from his truck. 
All missing items were recovered 
except a CD case and CDs valued at 
$450. 

Hutcherson and Payne were trans¬ 
ported to the Weakley County Jail 
where they were released after mak¬ 
ing the $5,000 bond. They face a 
Nov. 9 court date at General Ses¬ 
sions Court in Dresden, a court 
spokesperson said.

Also during the qonferenefc. busi¬ 
ness faculty learned of an opportu¬ 
nity to participate with Murray State 
faculty in an international program 
in Germany. * 

This program would last for three 
weeks, and would give faculty a 
chance to study global business and 
German economics. This interna¬ 
tional experience' could then be re¬ 
lated to students and may provide 
future possibilities for students to 
study in Germany. 

Plans have already been made to 
hold a conference each year, with 
Murray being the next host.

NASHVILLE ~ Costly turnovers 
down the stretch were the differ¬ 
ence Saturday night as UTM lost, 
20-3, to Tennessee State here at 
W.J. Hale Stadium. 

TSU received the game’s first 
possession, which lasted only 15 
seconds, when quarterback Daryl 
Williams fumbled on the Tigers’ 34 
yard line. UTM’s Lashonc Brown 
recovered the fumble. 

It appeared that the Pacers would 
score the game’s first points as their 
first possession began at the Tigers’ 
29 yard line. But on 4th and goal, a 


field goal attempt by Matt Young 
was deflected by TSU’s David Bell 
as the Tigers spoiled an impressive 
drive by the Pacers. 

After TSU stopped UTM on a 
possession early in second quarter, 
the Tigers took over and began a 
threatening drive of their own. But 
on 4th and 6 , Dewayne Harper in¬ 
tercepted a pass off a fake field goal 
attempt as the Pacers returned the 
favor in spoiling an impressive TSU 
drive. 

With 4:06 remaining in the sec¬ 
ond quarter. Tennessee Stale pro¬ 
duced the game’s first score when 
free safety Darrell Williams re¬ 
turned a Preston Jones punt 31 yards 


to the UTM 15-yard line. From there, 
the return ended when with Wil¬ 
liams tossing a lateral to linebacker 
Michael Holscy as he sprinted 15 
yards in to the endzone. TSU led 
UTM. 7-0. 

UTM’s only score came with 14 
seconds remaining in the second 
quarter when Matt Young kicked a 
32-yard field goal. The Pacers trailed 
the Tigers, 7-3, at halftime. 

The third quarter was much of a 
defensive battle as there were no 
points allowed by either team. Just 
as the third quarter was about to 
conclude. Harper returned aClifford 
Greene punt 69 yards to the UTM 23 
yard line.

The area has all 
five players returning from last year 
and guard James Hand, center Joel 
Woods and tackle Jason Combs were 
first-team AII-OVC selections a year 
ago. 

The EKU defense has several 
outstanding performers. Linebacker 
Tony McCombs leads the league 
with 102 total tackles. Carlos 
Timmons is regarded as one of the 
league's top players from his line¬ 
backer slot and ranks among the 
league leaders in tackles and tack¬ 
les for losses. Timmons also has 
two interceptions.
